ST. LOUIS, Sept. 15.—Yesterday there 
arrived in this city three detectives from 
Marshal, 111., in search of the murderers 
of George T. Powell, the railroad agent 
who was assassinated last Saturday night 
at Marshall, 111. With the aid ol the 
ohief of police they arrested three men 
whom they identified as those suspected 
of the murder. 


Late yesterday afternoon the Howard 
oounty bank at Glasgow, closed its doors 
and placed it» business in the hands of a 
trustee for the benefit of its creditors.

The Wreck Discrihed by an Eye 
Witness. 


BUFFALO, N . Y. Sept. 14.—There are 
various causes given for the collision. 
Engineer William Harris of the freight 
train is blamed. 
It is said he had orders 
to meet the excursion train at Irving. 
He failed to obey the instructions and 
was running at full speed when the crash 
occurred. 
The train men wiU not talk 
regarding who is to blame. 
A gentle- 
man who was on the train says the freight 
train had orders to go to Silver Creek 
and the passenger train to Irving, which 
is this side, and it was these orders that 
caused the collision. 
The excitement of 
many of the survivors was intense. The 
scenes in the smoker was most harrow- 
ing. 


The first warning given was a slight 
jar caused by the heavy pressure of the 
air brakes, when some of the passengers 
braced themselves in their seats, seem- 
ingly apprehensive of danger. 
Then 
came a terrible shock, followed by the 
smashing of windows and the wails of 
bleeding and struggling humanity. Men 
covered with blood were locked in each 
other's arms, while underneath them 
and on all sides lay the poor unfortunates 
who were instantly killed. The wounded 
crawled out of the debris and were aided 
to reach a neighboring house. 
People 
brought bedding, etc., on which to lay 
the dead and d\ ing and did all they 
could to relieve the sufferings of the 
wounded until the arrival of medical aid. 


Mrs. J. H. Sigel, of Erie, Par, a pas- 
senger, was on her way to Buftalo. 
She 
arrived safely this afternoon. 
In an in- 
terview, Mrs, Sigel said: 
"I was in the 
first coach next to the smoking car. The 
passenger train was a large one and car- 
ried a large number of excursionists, as 
well as regular passengers. 
The first 
we knew of the accident was a terrific 
crash, like an explosion. 
Nobody was 
hurt except thoae in the smoking car. 
The sight was so horrible I conld not 
look at it. 
Not a single car wa s thrown 
from the trtck, but the smoker was com- 
pletely telescoped. 
It was a mercy that 
our car was not crushed also. 


One young man in the smoker saved 
himself bj' dropping on the floor and es- 
caped with but a few bruises. 
I did not 
learn the cause of the accident, but we 
were going very slow while the freight 
was coming at a high raise of 
speed. 
We were just one coach length off the 
trestle 
when the 
collision occurred. 
Some of the wounded were taken to dif- 
ferent houses and one of the coaches 
was turned into a hospital. 
In another 
coach the dead were placed. 
Most of 
the excursionists remained at 
Silver 
Creek, intending to returned home. The 
regular passengers for Buffalo and other 
points came up this afternoon on another 
train." 


Body Snatcliers Arrested. 


TOLEDO, Sept. 15.—Farmer Bowen, 
father of the girl whose body was stolen 
from the grave by Wilson, a medical 
student, and Dr. Blaine, his preceptor, 
of Bellevue, came to Toledo, identified 
the body and took it back for burial. 
Before coming here he swore out war- 
rants for their arrest, charging them 
with grand larceny in stealing an expen- 
sive silk dress in which his daughter was 
robed for burial and which has not yet 
been found. 
To-day Wilson was taken 
back to the scene of the outrage. 
Both 
he and Blaine had their preliminary ex- 
amination to-day and were bound over 
to await the action of the grand jury.

THE SWIMMING BATH. 


HOW WOMEN LEARN TO SWIM IN 


SALT WATER. 


O n e o f New York's Saminer Attract! »us. 


Natatorial Recreation at the 
Battery. 


Some Keflections on the Cause of 
O l d 


A s e — G r a y - H a i r e d Swiminers. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6.—Neijr York city is not 
wholly without attractions in the summer. 
Among them are the swimming baths. 
If 
tiiese were only to accommodate men, they 
would be lacking in interest, for men can 
Bwim in any sort of a pond, sheltered or un- 
sheltei-ed—even in the "flirty pool of iwlitics." 
But swimming is a comparatively new art for 
women, and, as yet, needs various helps and 
comforts to make it alluring. 


The swimming bath which I patronize is 
down on the Battery, just l)elow Ciustle Gar- 
den. 
The way thither is not beguiling, al- 
though the fresh air from the sea meets one, 
and Battery park Ls fine in its summer foliage. 
The immerous emigrant is the unpleasant 
feature of the trip. 
He Ls there in all his 
native filth, smoking pipes with wlors strong 
enough to take the breath from a hac-kman. 
His children are there, vilely diity and scan- 
tily clothed. 
His wife Ls there, very dirty, 
also, and somewhat hungry-looking. 
The 
park's I)enclies are always full of these new 
candidates for fortune in the land of the free. 
They are not inspiring objects to look upon, 
and a sensitive ¡xTsoii feels tiieir atmosphere 
of dejection and misery. 


A little bridge leads across to the bath, a 
long, boat-like house in the water, which is 
evenly divided 
into a swimming bath for 
men and one for women. 
Hot-salt water 
baths are also a feature of this very useful 
institution. This boat-like house on the waters, 
arrives at the Battery on the 1st of Juno, and, 
securing its summer's privileges tin-re by pay- 
ing a rousing rent to the autliorities, it opens 
its doors to the public at 25 cents a bath, ten 
cents extra for a bathuig suit, and a hot bath 
for 40 cents. 


During the month of June it isn't very well 
patroui/.ed, but through July and August 
every hod}" bathes, and bathes often. 
The 
baths are open from 0 o'clock in the morning 
until 10 at night, electric light helping on the 
glorious work after dark. 
The women's hath 
is comlucted by wonaen, office work and all. 
The bath is about thii-ty feet wide and forty 
long. 
On three sides it has a double row of 
di-essing rooms, for it is a two-si(jried struc- 
ture. 
Little galleries run all around it, from 
which steps lead down into the water. 
Hori- 
zontal and perjiendicular rfjpes are here and 
there ready to be grabbed, and cross pieces 
on the corners make little pons for the timid 
to splash around in and feel safe. 
In the 
center of the pool is a little round platform 
reached by stiips going up out of the water. 
Thereon the boldest of the fair climb and then 
drop recklessly into the water again, coming 
dowii with a gi'eat splash, exciting the admi- 
ration of the less daring and coming up 
twenty feet away \vith red faces and blowuig 
like porpoises, "quite like men," as a little girl 
said. 


WITHIN THE SWIMMING BATH. 


The picture just given represents a nymph 
making a leap from the platform in the cen- 
ter, another ll3'ing head first from the steps, 
and a third taking a running jump from an- 
other step, while in the water may be seen a 
whole school of bathers. 
Observe the cos- 
tuma universaDy worn. 
It is sensible and 
beautiful, and destitute of that horrible ap- 
pendage, a skiit, which hampei*s the move- 
ments and ailds to the ugliness of women who 
bathe at seaside resorts. Here the costume is a 
snug, sleeveless garment cut to fit the body, 
and covering it only from the neck to the 
knees. 
Nor is it any mon; indecorous than a 
skirted costume, for it covers 
the form 
enough to preserve thtMlecencies and even the 
delicacies, and allows perfect freedom of 
movement. 
Imagine, a woman learning to 
swim in skirts. 


After sevci al visits to this bath I made up 
my mind that clothes contribute largely not 
only to the appearance of age, but to the 
feeling 
i)f age. 
(xray-haired and vvithei-eil 
women looked like young girls in these bath- 
ing costumes, and disported themselves with 
a grace and energy characteristic of youth. 
They forgot their years when the garments 
that represented them were laid aside. 
What 
a pity they could not be ix'rniitted to wear 
such clothing as wonld enable them to forget 
it all the time! 
How iHirsistentlj' our cos- 
tumes and cTistoms enforce age upon women. 
A woman in her forties steppe<l gayly out of 
her di essing room in a blue llannel bath suit 
that made a child of her at once. 
"WMiy, I 
don't feel a bit inoi'e than 1Ü years old," she 
said, in a delighted tone, with a face all 
aglow at the precious few moments of free- 
dom from conventional clothes that was just 
then ahead of her. 
She didn't look more 
than 14, at most. 
iShe ha<I a «lelicate and e.x- 
tremely girlish figure, with dainty, vvhite, 
childlike arms, an(l a face that had something 
of the expi-ession, as well as the rotmdness, of 
childhood in it still. 
By and by, when the

nity of her station, she looked her "40 odd" 
years to a day. 
Yes, I am sure that dress 
is the worst enemy women have to fight. 
It is the most active agent in making them 
old. 
We are suffering from too much civili- 
zation. 


Many good swimmers are 
among 
the 
bathei-s. 
They paddle about quite at their 
ease, cheering and' encouraging the timid. 
Any one chats with her nearest neighbor if 
she feels like it, and the neighbor replies un- 
hesitatingly. 
Here, too, the absence of the 
conventional garments h.-is wrought a good 
result.

Then she is truly at sea, for if she 
becomes panic stricken she has nothing to 
clutch at but the unsubstantial atmosphere 
and the uncongenial water. 
The teacher, 
herself a natatorial adept, calls out: "Push 
out more to the sides with your feet; paddle 
slowly with your arms; feet down; down; 
keep your arms under water," and other 
mandatory instructions. 
The pupil struggles, 
claws at the w.ater, gasps, but persists, and is 
frefiuently graduated ^vith honors. 


One young girl who swam well told me that 
she taught herself this season by hanging 
about the steps, without a teacher. 
Finally 
she gaineil confidence, launchwl out, and 
found that she could swim as well as any one. 


One day, while splashing around in the 
bath, I saw an elderly German woman, 
arraye<l for the water, sitting disconsolately 
on the stejjs, but apparently fearing to get 
wet. 
I pitied her, and thought of going up 
and offering to lead her downi. 
She was 
merely meditating, it seems, for presently she 
took a regular frog's leap into the {X)ol and 
swam like a trout. When she paddled around 
near me I congratulated her on her skill. 


"Oh, I shwim deso vourteen yeai-s,'" she said, 
"I vent to the shwinmiing school on Sixty 
seventh street, and everybody siiwam so well 
I was 'shamed not U) slnvim; so I jist begun 
and shwani like de rest." 


THE SWIMMING TEACHER. 


One woman swam for half an hour with 
baby boy of tiu'ee years clinging to her neck 
all the time. 
Another woman siiowed me a 
handsome ring on her hand one day, and said 
"I lost this ring when in the water last Satur- 
day, and to-day I went over in the corncr 
where I had lost it, hurited for it with my 
feet, found it, and picked it up with my toes.

The hair gets wet and .stringy 
and faces, fair as water lilies at other times 
get red and ratiier oily looking. But all these 
drawbnc,;s are atonecl f(^r by the fresh beauty 
of the bather aftei- tlie bath is over. 
Her 
eyes are bright as jewels, ami her color fresh 
and lovel3', and for a few hours, at least, she 
feels as if she had been made over. 


When 0<!t. 1 arrives our swimming bath is 
hitched to a tug and pulletl over to a boat 
hospital in Brooklyn, there to remain until 
the flowei-s bloom again in the spring.
